A Disastrous Flood in Tilinois. 
Quincy, III., October 19. 

A special to the Whig to-night from 
New Canton and Rockport announces 
a disastrous break in the long levee 
two miles above Scott’s Landing. The 
water is pouring through the crevices 
in torrents, and a vast area of highly 
cultivated land is being rapidly inun- 
dated. Runners were sent out to warn 
people of the disaster, and farmers are 
using superhuman efforts to save their 
stock and their household effects. The 
disaster at this time will be much 
greater than ever before a8 a very large 
area of winter wheat has been sown. 
The corn and other crops have not 
been secured and the bottoms are full 
of cattle, horses, and other live stock. 
The flood has come upon the people 
so suddenly, and is so unexpected, 
that but few of them have prepared 
for it, and as a result the damage will 
be very great.
